Editor Bhitish Colonist : — In nir 
letter published in yeaterday's issue I 
coacliidod with a sumtaary of iho exclu- 
sive powers of tho Eominional Parliaineiit 
which we would have to concede lo 
Cunada in case wo should bo ndinilled 
into the Confederacy, and also made ii 
passing allusion to the nature of the Jiitli- 
dal system. In this letter I propose to 
enumcruto the exclusive powers thai 
would be reserved to our local Legisla- 
ture in case we beoame a member of tbe 
Oonfederacy. 'The exclusive powers of 
our local Legislatnre would as a matter 
of course be tbe same as those of Ontario, 
Quebec,,. Now Etrnnswick, nnd^ Nbvn 
Scotia. These powers were not granted 
or reserved to the Provincial Legislatures 
by the Domlnional Governmeat, bnt were 
(granted to tbe provinces by the Imperliil 
Parliament. The Imperial FarllatncDt 
can, at any lime, withdraw any or all of 
those powers ; or the Legislature qf a 
province might, if deemed expedient, re 
liiiquish nny or all of its exclusive prerog- 
atives. But the Domiiiioual Parliiimeiil 
could not, even if it wished to do so, 
withdraw a single provision of the ex- 
clusive powers of a provincial legislature 
named in. the British North American 
Act. 

Confederation in Canada difTdfs from 
Federation in the United Slates. ^Vilh re- 
spect to Canada, the Imperial Pai-liameiU 
acting entirely iiide|)endeut of the Domiii- 
ional or provincial legislature may change 
tho Constitution of tho Dominion or of a 
province; or a provincial legislaturo may^ 
with tbe consent of the Governor General 
of Canada, change its Gonstitotion, the 
Doraiuional Executive possessing no voice 
in the matter except the exercise of tho 
veto power in a provincial Taw— a simple 
alBrmative or negative. In tho United 
States, when a State is once admitted 
into the Union it is soTereign and inde- 
pendent BO far a« State rights are con* 
corned. Tbe sorereign power in a State 
is held by its citizeus, and they may allcr^ 
iiineiid, or modify the Slulo (Jonsiilution 
in any way deemed expedient, withoai 
the let or hindruiice of tho President and 
his Cabinet, or of Coiigrc-is, provided the 
Constitution ia essentially republican. The 
relation which u province bears to the 
Dominion is more like tho relation of a 
lerritory of tho United States to the 
United Staloa ; but not exactly. If the 
Uominion were a sovereign power a pro- 
vince might hold a similar relation to it 
that a lerritory does to tho General Gov- 
ernment of the United States ; but the 
OpmioioQ itself is only a tdrritor/fof 
Great Brltian, bat pbsBessinig more oxien- 
sire powers iht^ a Territorial Qorern- 
meut of the United S^^^ates. A prbvince 
IS a snbtterritory, whose exclniivo pri- 
vileges are gimraoteed by tbo Snpreme 
Obvernment.'tbe Farliame'ht of tiio United 
Kingdom. A Municipality Is a Icrriiury 
of a province, and tho provincial legislaiiii e 
may ut any time nniml its cliarter. But 
a [irovincu is not a Mtiiiiciiinlily of tho 
Dumiiiion, but is a Municipality of 
(Jreat Bi itain poBscssiiig and exurciMiig 
greater powers than are conceded lo or- 
dinary civic goveramonts. In case, there- 
fore, we were to become a province of

the Dominion, we would be a teiri^ 
loiy of Qreat^ Britain, with our 
charter of proyiociall rights (granted and 
guiirnnteed by the Imperinl, Parliament. 

Tlie excinsitfe powibrs of the local legis- 
lature of thin colony as enumerated in the 
British North American Act, in case we 
'.vere lo joia'tUe Domia!oo,'_would .lib as 
foiiuws : 

1. The amendment of the CpitstilutioD of 
the province Irom time lo time, OZoept at re- 
gards the ofTice of Lieutenaot Governor, 

2. Direct ;,tazaiiuD within the province to 
raise revenue for provincial purpo.es. 

3. Hnrrowiog monoy on lha sole credit of 
iht! province 

4. The estubli.'ihmenl ond tenure of provin- 
cial oliices and tho appointment and pay> 
meat ol prnvinoial offioars. 

5. Tbe managemeat and sale of Ihe pub- 
lic lands belonging lo tbe provinos, and tbe 
limber and wood thereon. 

6. Esiabiithoient, maintenance and man- 
agaiiient of public aod lelormalory prisons in 
and lor lha provinco. 

7. The astiibllehment, raaintenaoco and 
managemanl of honpliala. arylums, eharitiaa 
aod eieumnsynary ioetilutions in and for tbo 
province, other than marine hospitals. 

8. Municipal iostitiiiions in tbe province. 

9. Siiop, saloon, tavern, aactiooeer and 
other licenses lo nii'-e revenue (or provincial, 
local, ur municipal purpusos, 

10 Local works other than those reserved 
to Dominion P.irliament (»eo Lett«r I, sac- 
lions numbered 29, 30 and 31.) 

11. The incorporation of cotupanies for 
provincial objHCts.' 

12. Solcniuizaiion of marriage in tho pro- 
vince. 

13. Properly ond civil right) in the pro- 
vince. 

14. The odminislration of jaalice in the 
province, includiog tbo Constitution, main- 
tenance aod orgaotzalioo of provincial 
courts, boib of civil and criminal ju^i^diolion, 
and including procedure in civil matters in 
lho^B courts. 

15. The imposition of any fine, penalty, 
or imprisonment to enforce any law which 
tbe provincial legislature is autbtrized to 
enact. 

16. Generally all mutters of a merely local 
and private matter io tho province 

17. To miike laws ri'speciing education ; 
lint not 10 ioiringe upon the existing righte 
of Catholics or Fiotestants as to leparate 
and dissentient schools. 

18 To make laws respecting immigration 
and agriculture; but not. repu^oant to the 
laws ot Ihe Uomioiun on the same subjecia. 

Tho above exclusive powers would enable 
this colony to have full and complelo control 
over all its ofTicers. With tbo exception ot 
the LioQtoiiaut Ujvernor and judges of tho 
Superior, District and County Courts, the 
number, tenure and salurios ot all onr 
ollicera would be fixed by our legiaUture. 
There would be no appoiotmaots to provin - 
cial offibes made, in DWu|i}g Street, nor in 
Oiiawa, and imposed bo \he colooy for us to 
provide lor whether we liked tbern or not. 
If the leglslatora wished to remove any of 
iis oflio'.rs, it would cot be met by an exeoo- 
tive message, oa it is now, staling that Ihe 
Governor will have to apply to Downing 
Street fur insiructions bafbre ho on^ assent 
to their removal. A mnjority voto'^of tbe 
legislature, or tho dolcnniiiation of the Ex- 
ocuiivQ Council having ibo oonfidanco of lhal 
majority, would iiiako and uonnike tho pub- 
lic scrvdiiia of the colony. We vfuuld have 
cunlrol over oar government, holding all our 
olTiccrs accountable to tbe representatives of 
the people for jhefr cpo49et{)|)Yli|wbuld 
hava ropresentative ijDitit)^t|op|.^,'^^,wpald 
have responsible 'goTernfflonti*'UVe '-'would 
have JpoB^•.Be!(»gi?.yerl^l^eqt.. Whoever ns' 
pired td tbe^ bOBba .^br' the head of a 
department — such as Provincial Seorotury 
Treasurer, Surveyor General or Aitornoy- 
{Jenetal — would havolo conmlttha wiilifs of 
tho peopla — wcu'd havo to bo olacled by tho 
people. Appointments to such ofnces with ■ 
,pat l^oing bondtmeii by tbe people woald not 



ba tolerated. Irresponsible goveromeni wuntd 
be ended. We would have popular govern* 
ment and popular men to administer the 

Govcranscnt. Not as it is now, unpopular 
government aed unpopular men to admioister 
it. Tha powers reserved to the colony and 
eDomoraled above would give at government 
by tha peopla, and according to the well nn. 
der.^tood wishes ol the people- 

The principal heads of oar expenditure, 
under CoDlederatipp, would include provision 
for the provincial Courts (other Iban tbe sal- 
aries of tba judges) tbe salaries ol offioials, 
tbe support of hospitals, asylums and jails, 
(bat not penitentiaries) tbo oonstrootlon and 
repair ol roads (other than mililary roads] aod 
public works, and also education. 

Our reTenue would be derived from trading 
aud salooo licenses, from tho miiongemsnt and 
sato ol our public land., from our mioas and 
forests, from fiooi, fees and forfeiture., aod 
direct iftXiilioD. Besides thero would be a fix- 
ed and a p«r capita subsidy paid out of Ihe 
general revenue of tha Dominion to our Gov- 
rrnmont. With respect to rsveoas and 
expenditure I shall speak more fally in a fu- 
ture lettot. 

The range of our local legislation would be 
confloed, prloeipially to establishing tba civil 
rights of onr eitizsna, limiiiog and flzing the 
power and duties of oar officers, Iramto^ the 

constitution of onr Civil C jnrta and tbe pro- 
cedure thtrcio, paadng land, mining and 
educational laws, regulating and esiablisbiog 
piiijlio insti ntions of a benevolent or reform- 
atory character, and providing for tba conr 
Btructing and keeping in rep.iir ol roads and 
publio w rli8, and for ravanaa lo meet our 
expenditure. 

1q my lirst letter, Mr Editor, I brought un- 
der aotioe tbe exclusive powers of iho Djmin- 
ionai Parliament, and in this letter I hava 
ennmcrated tbe ezolosive powers that would 
ba possessed by our local iegialatore, in oase 
we beoamo a member of tba Dominion of 
Canada. These raspeoiiva ezol sivtf powers

Extraordiuai y supiTNtiiiou in HTar* 
vickshire, Euslaud, 



On Monday, at VVurwiek assizes, be- 
fore .Mr Justice Keating, .John Davi.^, 
nittlt-ster. formerly residing at Stratford- 
upon-Avon, was charged with having 
feloniously wounded one Jane Ward, with 
intent to do her grtcvons bodily barm 
The evidence .iddnced by the prosecution 
discovered an extraordinary instance of 
superstition aud belief in ivitchcraft, it 
a[)peared that the prisoner, with lii.-i 
family, up to tho time of his arre t, had 
had resided in Sheep .street, Stratford" 
upon Avon; and thby had labored nndcr 
an impression that the prosecutrix, who 
occupied an adjoining hoii-so, had bo- 
witched then. luppitooftho efiforta of 
friends to tho contrary, they persisted in 
the delusion, and frequently narrated, 
with Riugulur circumstantiality, , visits, 
which had been paid them in the night 
time by spirits Some of these they 
slated entered the dwelling by descend- 
ing tlie ehiinriey, and when they landed 
in the room they wont through a variety 
of cnpcra, such as seizing the funiituro, 
and pitching it nboal; the apartment, 
jiiilliiig the clothos off the hod, and even 
tofisiiig the iiiiuutoB up into tho air. One 
ypumr girl, who was un invalid, and was 
obliged to reclined upon the sofu, soletnnly 
declared that a man anil woman ciime 



down the chiraney, on one occasion, both 
being headless, and taking ij her by the 
body cast her violently upon the ground, 
then tossed her up into the air, and per- 
formed similar feats with the sofa. The 
statement created so great a stir in the 
town that the police were called in to in- 
vestigate the matter, and although tl^ey 
pointed to the accumulated dast aronnd 
the feet of tho sofa in proof that no ' sach 
thing could havo happened, the prisoner 
and his family declared their firm belief 
that witches bad been thero, and the only 
way to break the spell was to draw blood 
from tho body of tho prosecutrix, who 
was suspected of having ^bewitched them. 
A day or two ofterwards the priftoner 
rushed into the house occopiod by Jane 
Ward, tho corapluinant, aud inflicted a 
frightful gash in ber cheek. He inflicted 
a woand, half an Inch in width and two 
and a half inches deep. When he saw 
tho blood flowjas; down her faea," ba •ez;- 
claiined, ''There, you old witch; I can do 
anything with you now." At the station 
he said, in an.swer to the charge, "Serve 
her right; she can do no more for me 
now. I have drawn first blood." Ho was 
found gnilty, nnd evidence was adduced 
shoiving him to ba a respectablei iadnsM 
trious, und a suher man. The learned 
Judge said it was mo.n deplorublo lo see 
such o man found guilty of the commis- 
sion of 80 serious an offence. Had it not 
been for the excellent character ho bad 
received, he would certainly have been 
sentenced to penal servitude.
